The  death  rate  is  13.1  per  1000  population.  As  to  the 
various  causes  of  death  the  biggest  incidence  lies  with  Heart 
Disease,  7  male  and  19  female  and  cancer,  8  male  and  9  female.

•  38  cases  were  notfied  during  the  year  of  whioh  21  were 
scarlet  fevep  and  14  diphtheria  of  these  1  case  of  dipthoria  died 


all  the  others  recovered.  In  regard  to  Tuberculosis,  6  cases  of 
this  disease  were  notified  3  of  v/hich  were  pulnonary  and  3  non 
pulmonary,  2  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  took  place  during 
the  year.

GENERAL 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year’s  Vork  has  been  the 
organisation  of  Casualty  Services  to  deal  with  the  results  of 
enemy  action.  '  ■  . 


Early  in  the  year  I  arranged  for  the  training  of  First 
Aid  Personnel.  The  different  classes  were  well  attended  and 


followed  vath  interest  by  all  tho  members. 

In  the  late  sumi'ner,  v/hon  it  becainc  necessary  to  form  First 
Aid  Parties  and  to  organise  First  Aid  Points,  I  had  no  difficulty  in 
finding  recruits  to  staff  the  several  units. 

The  complete  personnel  were  volunteers,  and  repeated 
exorcises  showed  that  they  possessed  a  high  degree  of  efficiency. 

In  the  district  we  have  on  First  Aid  Party, Depot  from 
which  two  pa  rties  operate.  This  works  in  association  with  an 
imibulanco  Depot. 

The  smaller  districts  are  served  by  throe  First  Aid  Points. 

In  conclusion,  I  fool  I  must  express  my  adjniration  for  the 
willing  and  wholehearted  assistance  I  have  had  from  all  members  of  th 
communities'  in'  my  efforts  to  provide  casualty  services.  Tho 
complete  'organisation  is  voluntary  and  unpa  id.

Gentlemen, 


I  have  tl:^  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Fifth  Annual  Report 
upon  the  Sanitary  Administration  in  tho  Rural  District. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply  -  With  few  exceptions,  water  is  supplied 
throughout  the  area  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board,  and  tho 
Hartlepool  Gas  &  Water  Co,,  and  these  supplies  have  been  unrestricted 
and  of  good  quality.  Samples  are  periodically  taken  and  analysed. 

No  shortage  of  water  occurred  during  tho  year  in  tho 
villages  cf  Dalton  Piercy  and  Elwick  whose  supply  is  derived  from 
the  village  p'ump. 

DRAINS  AND  SEVvERS 

These  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  district. 

No  extensive  repairs  have  been  required. 

Periodical  flushing  to  the  sewers  at  Eggleaclif f e ,  Preston 
and  Groatham  have  been  carried  out,  and  no  serious  stoppages  have 
occured, 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 


A  new  disposal  works  at  Carlton  has  boon  completed.  This 
works,  built  on  modern  lines  Is  capable  of  dealing  with  tho  total 
village,  on  the  water  carriage  system  together  with  any 

probable  increase  in  the  number  of  houses.  • 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  the  cleansing 


of  closets,  privies  and  ashpits  is  done  by  private  contract  in  the 
parishes  of  Egglesclif f c,  Preston,  Norton,  Longnewton,  Whitten, 
hislaby,  Carlton,  Hart,  Greatham,  Elv/ick  and  the  village  of  Thorpp 
Thowlcs . 

The  refuse  is  disposed  c-f  by  dipping  into'  a  disused  quarry 
and  by  spreading  on  the  fields  as  manure.
